Military Authorities Justify Demand 
on the Ground of National 

: Defense 

Berlin.—A short time. ago it was 
semiofficially announced that in con- 
sequence of the altered political situa- 
tion. the necessity had arisen for lay: 
ing before the reichstag supplementary 
army estimates. The announcement 
aroused considerable excitement, 
which the authorities attempted to 
allay 4 issuing a statement to the 
effect that the grant, which the reich.

Perhaps a new wick is less necessary | 
than removing the of] with which it is 
clogged. Boil the wick in vinegar and 
qater and dry thoroughly. 

Fill your lamps daily. Never. light a 
lamp that fs nearly empty, as ft in. 
creases danger of explosion. Fill « 
lamp by daylight. If it must be done 
after dark keep away from a flame and 
wipe all ofl from the outside. 

Hven with the best off a poor light 
results if the burner is not clean. It 
should be washed once a month in a 
quart of cold-water to which have been 
added a tablespoonful of wasbing soda 
and a little soap. Bofl several hours, 
pour off the blackened water, cover 
with fresh boiling water, soap and 
soda, boll five minutes, rinse in clean 
hot water and rub dry with a clean 
soft cloth that is not linty. 

Lamp chimneys may be rubbed off 
with soft paper daily and when smoked 
should be washed in hot ammonia ~a- 
ter, rinsed in cold water and polished 
‘with a tea towel and soft paper.

TREASURES OF TURKEY | 


GREAT COLLECTION: OF ‘JeweLs 
KEPT IN ROOM IN. PALACE. 


Throne and Many Robes of Pist Sul. 
tans Are tncrusted With Thousands 
of Gems—Privilege of Seaing Treas- 
ures Gained Only by Influerce— 
The Chamber Is Jealously Guarded 

‘at All Times, 


| R. J. Turner; in an interesting -ar- 
ticle in the London Academy headed 
“Turkey's Treasure House,” discusses 
thé marvelous collection of jewels 
‘and curiosities that are in a corner 
lof. the old Blachern Palace, known 
as the treasury. : 
“Here, in all conscience,” says Mr. 
Turner, ‘is loot enough alone w jus- 
tify a triumphal entry into the ancient 
wity of Constantine and to make the 
mouths water of the Bulgarian or Ser- 
vian hosts ii they were permitted to 
cross the threshold of the treasure | 
ehamber. 

| “In the time of Abdul Hamid ae- 
cess to this veritable cave of Abdullsh 
was difficult to obtain. Ambassadorial 
intercession in the case of Europeans 
was necessary, and not TS suo- 
cessful. Since the advent of Mahmud 
and the Young Turk, viewing privi- 
lezes have been extended, but the 
signature of the grand vizier is stili 
necessary to insure the unlocking of 
the famous portals, 

“The procedure for a private view is 
quite an affair. After passing the sen. 
tries at the gate of the old palace and 
reporting one’s arrival in the court- 
yard, a stately progession of befeaszed 
and ‘trobk-eoubel officials, headed by 
a venerable Bede, issues from a side 
‘building. The guard comes to atten- 
tion, Before the huge key is inserted 
in. the lock the seal of the door is 
broken by the venerable one and care- 
fully borne away.
